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REMARKS 

With the foregoing amendment, claims 4-39 are now pending in the application. Claims 
1-3 are canceled. 

Claims 1 and 3 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting 
over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,727,496 while claim 2 was rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of double patenting over claim 5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,727,496. In response to the above 
rejections, the Applicants have canceled claims 1-3. Therefore, the double patenting rejections of 
claims 1-3 should be withdrawn. 

Claims 1-3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Miller et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,512,224). The §102 rejection should be withdrawn because the Applicants 
have canceled claims 1-3. 

New independent claims 4 and 24 are supported at least on page 19, line 1 1 through page 
20, line 16, Figure 10, and Figure 1 1 of the application as originally filed. Dependent claims 5- 
23 and 25-39 are supported throughout the application as originally filed. It is understood in the 
art that a field asymmetric waveform ion mobility spectrometer (FAIMS) is also known and 
referred to as a differential ion mobility spectrometer (DMS). No new matter is added by the 
amendment.
